had to fly for his own life before the

Richard, however, forgave 
him, and named him as heir to the 
throne.

John becam e king of England In 1199. 
Some of the nobles tried to make bls 
nephew, young Prince Arthur, king in

said to have had the sixteen year old 
boy's eyes put out snd then to have 
murdered bim.

John, forced thus to confine his tyr­ 
anny to hts own country, proceeded to 
m ake his P e o p le ’s lives m iserable He 
seized at w ill the few possessions of 
the poor and laid heavy taxes on the 
rich. 
He Insulted and Ill-treated the 
clergy, defying the pope him self The 
church thereupon 
placed an “Inter­ 
dict" on the blackguard and his realm 
His holiness miso called

the 
Christian rulers to unite against John. 
This last danger scared the cowardly 
tyrant Into eubmlsaion. 
Rut he re­ 
fused to m ake bls People's hardships 
lighter. 
Then it was that tbs powerful bar­ 
ons, led by Stephen 
Iengton. 
arch 
bishop of 
Canterbury, 
presented 
s 
code of law s for the betterm ent of the 
people and for tile curbing of oppres­ 
sion. They called this document the 
Magna 
Charta 
(Great 
Charter). 
Among other reforms, the charter pro­ 
vided fair trial for every 
prisoner, 
authorised the nation to resist unjust 
royal dem ands and put the will of the 
people ahead of a mere king’s wishes. 
The church’s liberty w as 
to be re­ 
spected and no 
man’s

w ers to b s wrongfully seized by tbs 
crown. 
John was asked to sign the Magna 
Charta.

The barons and 
the common people combined to fores 
him to sign It. 
Frightened by their 
power and his own weakness, John st 
last consented. Thus was English lib­ 
erty born and the rights of man wers 
established. 
John met the barons at 
a meadow, near Runnymede, on June

w ignld the charter and—safe In his 
palace—gave way to a fit of maniacal 
rage. 
Though he had been coerced Into 
performing an act of splendid justice 
by signing the Magna Charta, John 
had not the faintest idea of keeping 
his prom ises to the barons.

on foreign hired soldiers to help him 
crush his rebellious subjects.

English retaliated by asking a French 
prince to come over and be their king. 
The land was once more rent by civ­ 
il war. 
John showed no mercy to his

And a foothold.

Atlantic City, N. J., July 23.—While 
a widowed mother arid two sisters 
looked on In despair from the shore, 
M argaret 
McCarron, 
fourteen 
years 
old, ot Philadelphia, was drowned here 
in the Thoroughfare under most dis­ 
tressing circumstances. 
The girl and four small boys, in two 
rowboats, had left the foot of Morris 
avenue on the Thoroughfare side and 
gone across to a beach, within plain 
sight of the place of starting. 
The girl and Howard Deal were in 
one boat and three boys. Joe Cooney, 
Francis Cooney and John Deal were 
in the other skiff. All are Philadel­ 
phians In Atlantic City for the sum 
mer. 
Margaret McCarron could not swim, 
hut thought she could, and was anx­ 
ious to show her prowess before the 
boys.

Margaret threw a tennis ball 
far out Into the w ater and started 
alter It. 
Presumably the girl thought 
the water was shallow all the way, 
hut there is a sharp declivity. 
She 
stepped over this, found herself over 
her head and st reamed for help, be 
(•ame excited and went down. 
Howard 
Deal, twelve 
years old, 
struck out after his companion and 
tried to rescue her. but in her pank 
she merely caught her arms around 
his neck and dragged him down. The 
boy was dragged under twice, and 
finally to save his life he had to free 
himself.
